seles Museum of History, Science 
and Art. 

Sanger said the Dreamei was 
lying off Santa Cruz Island when 
the shocks began early Monday 
morning and that waves churned 
up by the quake tossed the vessel 
about like a piece of kindling. 

“Cliffs toppled over into the 
sea before us,’ he said, “and we 
wazed awestruck at what seemed 
to be the end of the world. From 
Sun Miguel Island, to the west of 
us. arose great clouds of dust, “in- 
dicating that there, too, the cliffs 
were crashing. 

“After the shocks had subsided. 
we went ashore and found that 
fissures opened by the quake had 
uncovered ancient burial places the 
existence of which we had not sus- 
pected while exploring other In- 
island. We

Tnion’s Contention. 

The union, in its motion, charges 
that the Curlee company, last June, 
changed its corporate entity by or- 
ganizing under the laws of the 
State of Delaware. Phis was done, 
the motion alleges, ‘for the pur- 
pose of fraudulently {imposing upon 
the jurisdiction of the Court.” The 
motion declares that the company, 
and its official personnel, remained 
the same after the change of cor- 
porate location. 

It is also asked that the company 
be required to produce its books 
and records, for the purpose of in- 
vestigation as to the charge that 
its corporate removal was not in 
good faith. 

Judge Davis asked both sides to 
file briefs tomorrow on the ques- 
tion of jurisdiction, indicating that 
he will pass on the question before 
Thursday, when the injunction suit 
is to be heard. 

Counsel for the union today out- 
lined the union’s reply to the 
charge, made in the company’s in- 
junction suit, that the union en- 
deavored to enforce the closed shop 
policy upon the company. By the 
closed shop policy, the company 
stated, it was meant that the union 
“would not permit any persons to

They did not in- 
sist that all employes should be 
members of the union. On the 
contrary, our information is that 
the Curlee Clothing Co. did insist 
that any person who carried a. 
union card could not remain in the 
employ of the Curlee Clothing Co.”

Capt. smudsen displayed 
unwillingness to talk about the 
prospects of reaching the pole by 
seaplane, asserting that much close 
study was needed to determine the 
best type of aircraft with which to 
accomplish his great dream of a 
transpolar flight.

Indicates Senate Change

Last of the Bourbons. 


Alteration in Democratic Side of Upper Chamber Began 
With the Direct Primary—Alabaman Is Almost the

Like John Sharp Williams, Un- 
derwood found himself out of step 
with his party. He.is almost the 


last of the Bourbons, as he is the 
last of the Southern Senators to 
defy the dry organizations. He igs 
a survivor of the aristocratic re- 
gime that was accustomed to lead 
the sentiment of his community in- 
stead of following the popular 
trend. 

That sounds more like the defi- 
nition of a statesman than of a 
politician, and Underwood was the 
most potent figure in Congress for 
a generation. His inability to bend

broke him in the end. He might 
have been able to win one more 
election, but his leadership was 
gone from him—not only the titu- 


lar Senate captaincy that he was /| 


able to bestow on Robinson of Ar- 
Kansas, thereby confirming the 
everlasting hostility of Simmons of 
North Carolina, but the actual 
power to direct the party's policies. 

Few Southern Senators personal- 
ly conform to the Eighteenth 
Amendment; no more of them 
were personally in favor of its en- 
actment: but whereas the others 
conformed under the pressure of 
political expediency, Underwood 
would not abate in the least his in- 
sistence that it constituted an in- 
fraction of ‘the principle of states 
rights. 

Opposed Klan Movement. 


Again, nearly all of his. col- 
leagues from the klan-infested 
States sidestepped when the Ku 


Klux became an issue, but not Un- 
derwood. He became chief of the 
anti-klan movement. made 
campaign for the presidency on 
the treason to Democracy repre- 
sented oo hag proscription of races 
and creeds,/and came to the New 
York Democratic national conven- 


his own state when he might have 
had practically the whole South 
had he been as diplomatic—or as 
cowardly—as others. 

The retirement of Oscar Under- 
wood thus means a victory for the 
Anti-Saloon’ League and 
McAdoo faction of the Democratic 
party. If it had not heen for Un- 


derwood, McAdoo would have had | 


Alabama and perhaps Arkansas. 
and there is more rejoicing in that 


camp than anywhere else at his 
retirement. The Senator's inten- 
tion to live on an estate near 


Washington and to write a book on 
his adventures in government and 
politics means that he ceases to 
be the dominant figure in Alabama 
as well As in the Senate. That 
book, by the way, ought to be one 
of the few books by politicians 
worth reading, for Underwood is 
ho more likely to he complaisant 
in literature than he was in pol- 
itics. 

Any man who has come so near 
to being President so many times 
has a lot to tell and this kind of 
man is bound to tell it all. 

Naturally Underwood has never 
been credited bv his enemies—and 
he amassed plenty of them during 
his service in 15 Congresses—with 
sincerity. They called him the heat 
Republican in the Democratic party 
because of his conservatism: they 
charged that he let himself be used

BIOLOGIST SAYS 
HE SAW EVOLUTION 


Professor Declares Microscope 
Revealed Change in Heredi- 
tary Characteristics. 


By the Associated Press. 

BALTIMORE, Md., July 7.—The 
theory of fundamentalism that 
there is no such process as evolu- 
tion and that animals and. plants, 
as seen by the world today, have 
held their present forms since the 
beginning of time, is directly con- 
tradicted in a newly published fe- 
port of biological activities at 
Johns Hopkins University. 

Dr. Herbert Spencer Jennings, 
professor of zoology and director 
of the Zoological laboratories at the 
university is the “first actually to 
see and control the process of 
evolution among living things,”’ the 
report stated. 

“The evidence of evolution had 
been read in the rocks and _the 
structure of plants and animals, 
but under the microscope, Dr. 
Jennings was able to follow evolu- 


tion, not as a theory, but ag a 
thing that was actually taking 
place.”’ 


Dr. Jennings says that hereditary 
characteristics become changed by 
external. conditions and that 
through such diversities continu- 
Ing for great numbers of genera- 
tions, single stocks, uniform in 
their hereditary characters, grad- 
ually differentiate Into many faint- 
ly different hereditary features. 
The process is gradual or by steps 
so smal! that single ones are imper- 
ceptible. 

“In higher organisms,”’ Dr. Jen- 
nings said, “the state of knowledge 
on this point appears less satisfac- 
tory. But the evidence so far as it 
goes indicates that the processes 
here are in agreement with those 
of lower organisms.

Adjudication of the controversy ~ 
between the Government and Har- 
ry F. Sinclair over the possession 
of Teapot Dome has reached its 
second stage following action of 
Federal Judge T. Blake Kennedy 
yesterday in denying the Govern- 
ment’s motion for a new trial. He 


filed the final decree dismissing the 
Government's suit and continuing 


the receivership proceedings. 

Thus the way was made clear for 
taking the case to the United States 
Court of Appeals. 


Judge Kennedy provided for the 
continuance of the Teapot Dome 
receivership until Yurther order, 
while the appeal from the decision 
is being taken by the Government 
to the Eighth Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals. The Government is given 45 
days from June 19 to file its pe- 
tition for appeal. The clerk of the 
Court has an office at St. Louls. 

“No Fraud; Lease Valid.” 

Judge Kennedy held that tue 
Teapot Dome lease and all negoti- 
ations connected with it were valid 
and that there was no fraud in the 
Cealings between Sinclair and for- 
mer Secretary of the Interior Al- 
bert B. Fall, who arranged the coxu- 
tracts for the Government. 

Government counsel, .Owen J. 
Roberts, and Atlee Pomerene, peti- 
tioned Judge Kennedy yesterday to 
grant a retrial of the case on the 
grounds that further evidence was 
avallable in support of the Govern- 
ment’s charges of collusion and 
fraud. This, they explained, was 
made available when the Supreme 
Court of Ontario held that H. 8. 
Osler, head of the defunct Conti- 
ental Trading Co., must answer 
questions put to him by the Amer- 
ican Government relating to any 
dealings he may have had involv- 
ing Fall. 

Prior to the trial of the cas¢, 
Osler was questioned, but fefused 
to answer the more  importajt 
questions.

“The Court finds that it was not 
unlawful.” the order stated, “for 
the Secretary of the Navy to ac- 
cept the advice of the Interior De- 
partment, which has men experi- 
enced in mineral lands leasing, so 
long as the Secretary of the Navy 
retained in his hand the direction 
and executive administration of the 
reserves. 

“There was no fraud in the pro- 
curing of the executive order.”

At 70 years of age, after a life strenuous enough 
to have laid most men by the heels, Eugene Victor 
Debs starts the tremendous task of resurrecting the 
Socialist party in the United States. In the opening | 
‘speeches of this campaign, at St. Louis, which is | 
probably to be the party’s headquarters, he is said to 
have put his whole vitality into the effort. with the 
‘thermometer in the nineties. And that means that 
‘he had to shout and strain every nerve, his audiences 
being mace up of Socialists and curiosity seekers who 
usually drown a speaker's voice with a Bedlam of 
sound. 


Someone must have persuaded Mr. Debs that the 
time being opportune for a first-class opposition party 
(in this country, the Socialists ought to step in to fill 
the need.

Solari’s Eloquent Lighting. 

There were distinct likenesses to 
an ancient Greek theatrical pro- 
duction, and also etriking dies!m- 
llarities, such as the absence of 
masks, the presence of women in 
cast and chorus, the total banish- 
ment of singing, and the releration 
of all the music to an orchestra in- 
visible in the wings. But the most 
emphatic difference was in light- 
ing, for every Greek play was given 
in broad daylight.
